In the new
factory to be located in Georgetown, with
modern appliances and machinery, it is ex-
pected to reduce the cost considerably.

WELFARE OF RESIDENTS.

Matters Discussed Before Brightwood
Avenue Citizens' Association.

Matters affecting the welfare of Bright-
wood as a community, and of its people as
residents of the District of Columbia, were
discussed at a largely attended meeting of
the Brightwood Avenue Citizens' Associa-
tion, held last night in Brightwood Hall.
President Louis P. Shoemaker was in the
chair, and at the conclusion of the busi-
ness affairs he entertained the members and
guests at supper.

Shoemaker mle a brief address in which
he spoke of the urgent necessity of securing
from Congress some action in regard to
the improvement of 13th and 14th streets
extended. One or the other of these im-
portant thoroughfares, he said, should be
attended to at once. He hoped the other
citizens' organizations of the District would
appreciate the importance of this and co-
operate with the residents of Brightwood.
Mr. Shoemaker spoke of the rapid develop-
ment of Columbia Heights and of the sec-
tion lying just east of Brightwood. With
improved. street facilities he believed
Brightwood would keep pace 'with her
neighbors.
Mr. L. M. Saunders was a guest of the

association. He was asked to deliver an
address. Mr. Saunders spoke optimisticallyof the future of Brightwood, saying it had
many advantages over other suburbs of
Washington.
Three resolutions were adopted, one call-

ing upon the District Commissioners to
place electric lights along Brightwood ave-
nue, replacing the gas lamps; another, re-
questing the Brightwood Railroad Companyto pairit its trolley poles white that they
may be better seen, and the third suggest-ing to the Commissioners a public libraryfor Brightwood.
Judge Charles F. Scott was unanimouslyelected a member.
